Muslim Hearing Plans Stir Debate 


House panel seeking 
to focus on ways to 
address radicalization 

Sterling, Va. 

The White House on Sunday praised 
American Muslims for helping fight 
violent extremism, but a House lead- 
er on terrorism issues said they aren’t 
cooperating enough with law enforce- 
ment to counter the radicalization of 
young followers by al- Qaeda-linked 
groups. 

Deputy National Security Advis- 
er Denis McDonough, speaking at an 
interfaith forum at a 
mosque, commended 
its members for tak- 
ing “an unequivocal 
stand against ter- 
rorism.” 

Rep. Peter King, 
chairman of the 
House Homeland 
Security Committee, re-asserted 
warnings about al- Qaeda terrorists 
targeting Muslim youth in the U.S., 
previewing his committee’s hearing 
scheduled for Thursday. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
Muslims are outstanding Americans, 
but at this stage in our history, there’s 
an effort ... to radicalize elements with- 
in the Muslim community,” he said in 
an interview broadcast Sunday.

A Point of Contention 

Rep. Keith Ellison, D-Minn., the first Muslim elect- 
ed to the House, said that while it’s proper to 
investigate radicalization, he thinks it is wrong to 
single out a religion.

‘See, we told you, Ameri- 
ca is at war with Islam,”’ he said Sunday on CNN’s

Less-Invasive Down Syndrome Test Possible 


Mother’s blood test 
may provide simpler 
detection, study says 

New York 

Scientists in Europe report they were 
able to diagnose Down syndrome 
prenatally by giving a simple blood 
test to pregnant women, an approach 
that might one day help doctors avoid 
the more extensive procedure used 
now to detect the condition. 


The preliminary report pub- 
lished online Sunday in the jour- 
nal Nature Medicine is the latest 
of several recent studies that sug- 
gest scientists can spot Down syn- 
drome through fetal DNA that has 
been shed into the mother’s blood- 
stream. 

Down syndrome, which results 
in cognitive delays, is caused by 
having an extra copy of a particu- 
lar chromosome. Currently, preg- 
nant women get blood tests and 
an ultrasound to find out whether 


the fetus is at risk for Down syn- 
drome. For a firm diagnosis, doc- 
tors take a sample of amniotic fluid 
or a sample of the placenta. 

Those sampling procedures 
involve a small risk of miscarriage. 
A reliable diagnostic blood test also 
could give an answer earlier than 
the standard tests. 

Several research teams have 
published studies suggesting that 
analyzing the mother’s blood 
can detect Down syndrome in 
a fetus. 


There’s no commercial test 
available yet, but at least one com- 
pany hopes to introduce one in 
the United States within about 
a year. 

In the latest report, scientists 
in Cyprus, Greece and England 
said that in a blind test, they 
correctly identified 14 Down 
syndrome cases and 26 normal 
fetuses. 

They said a bigger study is 
needed to confirm the usefulness 
of their approach, (ap)

In the South, where snow 
wreaked havoc on the Super Bowl 
in Texas and gave Atlanta its first 
white Christmas in decades, it has 
melted easily into ground parched 
by prolonged drought. 

“We like to get snow because it 
recharges our soil moisture, but it 
just doesn’t last long,” said Gary 
McManus, associate state clima- 
tologist in Oklahoma, where Feb- 
ruary storms dumped more than 2 
feet of snow, including a record 27 
inches in Spavinaw, Okla., in a sin- 
gle day — but it was the equivalent 
of just 1.2 inches of rain, (ap)

Japan Foreign Minister Quits Over Accepting an Illegal Donation 


Tokyo 

Japan’s foreign minister sudden- 
ly quit Sunday for having accept- 
ed a political donation from a for- 
eigner — a violation of Japanese 
law — dealing another blow to the 
embattled administration of Prime 
Minister Naoto Kan. 


Seiji Maehara, 48, was foreign 
minister for just six months and 
acknowledged receiving a total 
of $3,000 over the past several 
years from a 72-year-old Korean 
woman who has lived most of her 
life in Japan. 

Japanese law makes it very hard 
for foreigners to become citizens, 


even if their families have lived in 
the country for generations. And 
Japan’s political funding law pro- 
hibits lawmakers from accepting 
donations from any foreigners, 
even those born in Japan. 

Maehara’s resignation Sunday 
night furthers the high turnover 
that has plagued government offi- 


cials in recent years and is likely to 
further erode public confidence in 
Kan, whose public approval rating 
has fallen below 20 percent. 

“I apologize to the people ... 
for causing distrust due to a pol- 
itics-and-money problem despite 
my pledge to seek clean politics,” 
Maehara said, bowing, (ap)

Despite three decades of eco- 
nomic liberalization and the with- 
drawal of communist control over 
many parts of China’s increasingly 


prosperous and diverse society, the 
one-party state routinely harasses 
and imprisons its critics. 

On the third Sunday since the 
anonymous Internet postings first 
appeared, no apparent demonstra- 
tions occurred in Beijing or Shang- 
hai, though the designated sites 
drew onlookers and heavy securi- 
ty. In Shanghai, police detained at 
least 17 foreign reporters for show- 
ing up at the protest site, People’s 
Square, because they did not have 
prior permission to be there, (ap)

Prince Andrew faces 
series of missteps as 
royal wedding nears 

London 

Less than two months before a 
fairytale wedding anticipated by 
much of the world, Britain’s royal 
family finds itself fighting an incon- 
venient distraction: revelations that 
Prince Andrew, the queen’s second 
son, is friends with a convicted sex 
offender, was photographed with 
a teenage prostitute and has been 
accused of ties to Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s Libyan regime. 

The Duke ofYork also hosted the 
son of the Tunisian dictator short- 
ly before a popular uprising drove 
him from power — and the buildup 
of embarrassment has sparked calls 
that he be stripped of his role as spe- 
cial U.K. trade representative. 

Buckingham Palace is in dam- 
age-control mode as it attempts to 
keep the public’s focus on the April 
29 wedding between Prince Wil- 
liam and tabloid favorite Kate Mid- 
dleton, his college sweetheart. 


Support for Andrew 

British officials have rallied to 

Prince Andrew’s defense. The foreign 
secretary expressed his “confidence" 
in Andrew on Sunday, and a U.K. trade 
official voiced supportfor the prince 
to remain in the position, saying Sun- 
day he does a “very valuable job.” But 
pressure is mounting, and there is 
growing speculation over how long 
Andrew can hang on to his post, (ap) 


The latest revelations in the 
British media have centered on 
Andrew’s friendship with convict- 
ed pedophile Jeffrey Epstein and 
claims that Andrew also had close 
ties to Seif al-Islam Gadhafi, one 
of the Libyan leader’s sons. 

“The duke recognizes that his 
association with Jeffrey Epstein 
was, in retrospect, unwise,” said a 
person familiar with the matter. 

Buckingham Palace on Sunday 
said Andrew’s interactions with the 
Gadhafi regime — and Tunisia’s 
ousted dictatorship, too — fell with- 
in the mandate of his job as special

Gray Admits to Missteps 


Mayor denies charge 
of quid-pro-quo deal, 
calls for investigation 

Washington 

D.C. Mayor Vincent C. Gray says 
he wants the District’s attorney 
general’s office and the D.C. Coun- 
cil to review allegations by for- 
mer mayoral candidate Sulaimon 
Brown that he made a deal with 
two Gray campaign aides to con- 
tinue attacks on incumbent Adri- 
an M. Fenty in exchange for a city 
job if Gray won. 

During a news conference Sun- 
day, Gray called a story in The 
Washington Post detailing the 
allegations “surprising, shocking

and appalling.” “I can’t even imag- 
ine engaging in such reprehensi- 
ble behavior,” Gray said. Sulaimon 
Brown, the mayor added, “was 
not a surrogate for our campaign. 
... I cannot tell you that any more 
directly.” 

Brown, who was recently dis- 
missed from his $110,000-a-year 
position with the D.C. Department 
of Health Care Finance, also alleges 
that two Gray campaign aides gave 


him a series of cash payments to 
help finance his campaign. The 
Post could not independently ver- 
ify any payments. 

Gray has adamantly denied 
Brown’s allegations, saying the 
campaigns did not work in tan- 
dem. He said he agreed only to get 
a job interview for Brown, but not 
in return for attacks on Fenty. 

Answering a reporter’s ques- 
tion about his reputation, he said, 
“I am a person of integrity.” 

“If I had to look back at this 
situation now ... I’d take a dif- 
ferent tack,” said Gray, when 
asked how Brown ended up with 
a job in health care finance. “I 
want to move on with the busi- 
ness of the city.” mike debonis

A Return to the Unknown 


Service members 
will be interred 
without ID due to 
Arlington’s errors 

Washington 

When the remains of a Vietnam 
War soldier buried in the Tomb 
of the Unknowns at Arlington 
National Cemetery were identi- 
fied in 1998 using DNA, Pentagon 
officials proudly said that the days 
of interring service members as 
“Unknown” could well be over. 

But now, for the first time in 
decades, the cemetery has multi- 
ple “unknowns” to bury — and it 
has itself to blame. 

Criminal investigators look- 
ing into how eight sets of cremat- 
ed remains ended up crowding a 
single grave have concluded that 
three of them are unidentifiable 
— not because of the brutality of 
combat, but because of actions at 
the cemetery. 

The discovery of the mass grave 
in October came on the heels of 
a damning report by the Army 
Inspector General last summer 
that revealed widespread prob- 
lems at the nation’s premier mili- 
tary burial ground: unmarked and 
mismarked graves; millions of dol- 
lars wasted in botched contracts to 
computerize its paper records; and 
at least four urns found in a pile of 
excess dirt. 

The scandal led to the oust- 
er of the cemetery’s top two lead- 
ers and prompted legislation from 
Congress requiring the cemetery 
to account for every single one 
remains entombed at the nearly 
150-year-old cemetery. But Kath- 
ryn Condon, the recently appoint- 
ed director of the Army Cemeter- 
ies Program, said that it will take 
years to fully survey the cemetery, 
and they will probably never be able 
to account for every grave. 



replace the flawed maps that have 
been used to chart the cemetery’s 
70 sections for decades. The ceme- 
tery has taken detailed aerial pho- 
tographs, and plans to take pictures 
of the front and back of every head- 
stone. Officials would then match 
the photos with the cemetery’s buri- 
al records to find and then fix the 


Eight Urns, 
One Grave 

The grave, plot 5253 in Section 
69, was supposed to hold only 
one set of remains, an urn that 
had been found by a cemetery 
worker in a dirt pile in 2002. It was 
buried as “Unknown” because 
cemetery officials could not 
determine to whom it belonged. 
The discovery of the urn and 
its subsequent burial was first 
reported bySalon.com in 2009. 

In October, Army Cemeteries 
Program Director Kathryn Condon 
spoke with a contractor who in 2005 
had found another discarded urn, 
which had a Letter and a picture of a 
girl in a blue and white cheerleading 
uniform inside. He reported it to his 
supervisor at the time, who turned 
the urn over to cemetery officials. 

Learning about the incident, 
Condon said she then “called in 
pertinent members of the staff to my 
office and said, ‘Does anyone have any 
information they can fill me in on?"’ 

A ground crew member stepped 
forward, saying, “Ma’am, I know 
where there is a grave site where 


there is more than one interred." 

He led them to the grave in 
Section 69 where the urn found 
in 2002 had been buried as 
“Unknown." 

As investigators starting digging 
through the grave by hand, they 
came across one set of cremated 
remains. Then they found another. 
When they found a third, Condon

said she “looked at my attorney and 
said get CID" — the Army’s Criminal 
Investigative Division. 

After eight hours, they found 
eight sets of cremated remains. 

The original “Unknown" urn was 
recertified as unidentifiable and 
reburied in the Section 69 grave. 
Shortly after the discovery of the 
mass grave, investigators identified 
three of the other sets of remains. 

On Friday, Christopher Grey, a CID 
spokesman, said that the agency has 
determined that three more remains 
are unidentifiable, (twp)

Increased Effort 

As part of an ambitious effort, 
the cemetery is boosting its staff 
from 102 employees to 159, hir- 
ing additional funeral represen- 
tatives, technology experts and 
ground crew members. It also is 
buying more burial and landscap- 
ing equipment. 

To prevent burial mix-ups, there 
is a new chain of custody proce- 
dure that guides the handling of 
remains. The cemetery has also 
trained 16 employees as contract- 
ing representatives. The cemetery 
previously did not have anyone suf- 
ficiently trained. 

There Will Be 
Discrepancies’ 

Officials have begun creating a mas- 
ter database that eventually will 


discrepancies that Condon said 
would inevitably emerge. 

In its report, the Army Inspector 
General found 117 graves that were 
marked on cemetery maps as occu- 
pied but had no headstones and 94 
others marked as vacant but had 
headstones. Since then, the ceme- 
tery has determined that all the plots 
with no headstones were vacant or 
obstructed by trees, she said. Buri- 
al records have shown that those 
with headstones were occupied by 
the right people, she said. A review 
of the records was definitive, she 
said, so there was no need to open 
the graves and take DNA samples, a 
step Army Secretary John McHugh 
has said would be considered. 

As the cemetery works to account 
for every grave, Condon said it would 
find more problems: “There will be 
discrepancies.” Christian davenport

Dinner, a Show and a Big Tax Deduction 



Entertaining clients 
for business doesn’t 
have to be complex 

New York 

Taking a customer to lunch, dinner 
or the theater is part of doing busi- 
ness. And often, fun. But company 
owners may find that claiming such 
entertainment expenses as income 
tax deductions is complicated and 
could be painful. 

Many owners find out when 
they’re compiling their income 
tax returns that they can’t deduct 
the full amount of a meal or event. 
Maybe they can’t deduct any of it. 

IRS Publication 463, Trav- 
el, Entertainment, Gift and Car 
Expenses will give you a good 
grounding in deductions for enter- 
tainment expenses. And, as with any 
tax matters, it’s always a good idea 
to consult a tax professional such 
as an accountant or an attorney to 
be sure you’re following the rules. 
Here’s an overview of what the IRS 
allows, and doesn’t allow for busi- 
ness entertainment deductions. 


Not Everything Is 
Tax-Deductible 

If you took a client out for a $300 
dinner and consoled yourself with 
the idea that at least you got a big 
deduction, the truth is, you can 
claim only $150 on your return. 
The tax code allows only 50 per- 
cent of an entertainment expense 


to be deducted. 

And if $300 would be consid- 
ered a lavish expense consider- 
ing the line of work you’re in and 
where your company is located, the 
IRS might limit how much of the 
check you can deduct. The amount 
the government allows will still be 
subject to the 50 percent rule. 


Let’s say the meal takes place 
during a business trip. While your 
airfare and hotel bill may be fully 
deductible, only half the restau- 
rant check can be claimed. 

The Real Reason 
To Entertain Clients 

It’s common for business associ- 
ates to get together for dinner or 
a drink. But according to the IRS, 
the bills for these occasions can’t 
be deducted. 

In order to claim an entertain- 
ment deduction, the government 
requires that the main purpose 
of a dinner or other form of enter- 
tainment be “the active conduct 
of business.” And an owner must 
have “more than a general expec- 
tation of getting income or some 
other specific business benefit at 
some future time.” 

Here’s an exception: If the 
entertainment takes place before 
or after a business discussion, then 
you can deduct it. So let’s say you 
make a presentation to a client and 
then go out to dinner and you don’t 
discuss business during the meal. 
It’s still deductible. 


Take Me Out to the ... 

If you take a customer to the the- 
ater or a baseball game, the same 
rules generally apply. But there can 
be exceptions, and that’s why you 
need to read IRS Publication 463. 

For example, if the ticket is to an 
event that will benefit a charitable 
organization, then you can deduct 
the full amount. Many business own- 
ers will treat clients to a round of 
golf at the club they belong to. The 
fees they pay for a guest are deduct- 
ible. But yearly or monthly member- 
ship dues for the club are not. (ap) 


Keep Good Records 

The government and tax profes- 
sionals recommend that business 
owners keep a log or diary where 
they can enter their entertainment 
expenses. That’s where you need 
to keep track of the business pur- 
pose of the meal or other event. If 
the expense is more than $75, you 
also need restaurant checks, hotel 
bills and other receipts to docu- 
ment the amount you’re claiming.

Mason’s win streak 
is snapped by VCU 
in CAA semifinals 

Mason Hoops 

If any team was going to sour 
George Mason’s sensational stretch 
of basketball, Virginia Common- 
wealth was the prime candidate. 

The Rams continued their mas- 
tery of the Patriots in the Colonial 
Athletic Association tournament 
with a 79-63 semifinal victory Sun- 
day at Richmond Coliseum, ending 
the nation’s longest winning streak 
at 16 and forcing George Mason to 
wait a week for an expected NCAA 
at-large invitation.

Known for their devastat- 
ing spurts, the top-seeded Patri- 
ots (26-6) were the victims of a 
decisive one in the first half. The 
fourth-seeded Rams (23-10) made 
nine three-pointers before inter- 
mission, built a 14 -point lead and 
then absorbed George Mason’s 
brief rally to advance to Mon- 
day’s champsionship game against 
No. 2 Old Dominion.

Backstory 

George Mason is far too 
familiar with losing to Virginia 
Commonwealth during the annual 
CAA tournament in Richmond. VCU 
ousted George Mason in the Colonial 
Athletic Association tournament 
for the third-consecutive year and 
for the fifth time in eight seasons. 
However, the Rams needed Sunday’s 
game much more than did the top- 
seeded Patriots, who seem to have 
all but secured an NCAA berth with 
their bountiful regular-season 
performance, (ap) 


“I don’t know what happened to 
me,” the 6-foot-9 Skeen said after 
making seven of 13 shots overall 
against the Patriots. “I never took 
six 3-pointers in one game in my 
life ... but I just felt like I could 
knock them down, and they were 
leaving me open.” 

The Patriots actually left a lot 
of people open. VCU made nine 
3-pointers by halftime, includ- 
ing five in a 21-3 run late in the 
half that gave them a 39-25 lead 
at the break. 

After a quick 8-1 burst by 
George Mason to start the half and 
get within 40-33, Skeen and Brad- 
ford Burgess hit 3’s in an 11-4 burst 
that rebuilt the margin to 51-37, 
and it was over. 

The Patriots (26-6) never got 
the lead into single digits in the 
final 16 minutes. 

While VCU probably needs to 
win Monday’s tournament final 
to reach the Big Dance, the Patri- 
ots can probably rest easy. 

With an RPI in the mid- 
20s, they are expected to get 
an invitation to the NCAA 
tournament without the league’s 
automatic berth. 

That’s of some relief to Cam 
Long, who led George Mason 
with 20 points. “I really don’t 
want to go out like this,” he said.

Bottom Line Not the Bottom Line in Talks 


Season expansion, 
player safety are key 
issues in NFL dispute

With five more days and nights — 
at least — to reach an agreement, 
the NFL and the players’ union 
might find money off the top is 
not the bottom line. 

The owners’ request that about 
$2 billion of total revenues be deduct- 
ed before they split the rest with the 
players has been a sticking point ever 
since 2008. That’s when the own- 
ers opted out of the current collec- 


tive bargaining agreement, which 
would have expired last Thursday 
if not for two extensions. 

The deadline now is at the end 
of Friday, and a compromise on 
that figure — the owners already 
deduct about $1 billion for operat- 
ing expenses from the $9 billion 
overall take — might be easier than 
reaching accord on expanding the 
regular season to 18 games or sev- 
eral other issues. 

“We have made player safety 
our biggest concern, and we won’t 
back off on that,” said Tennessee 
Titans guard and player represen- 
tative Jake Scott. 

The union is adamant, with so 


many injuries in a 16-game sched- 
ule — particularly brain trauma and 
major injuries that can have long- 
term effects — increasing the length 
of the regular season is not an option. 
The owners are just as adamant that 
the extra revenue 18 games would 
bring from league media partners 
and sponsors is necessary to keep 
the assets growing. 

Commissioner Roger Goodell 
insists the preseason matches don’t 
feature the quality fans deserve, so 
switching two of them for games 
that count is preferable. 

For the players to agree on 18 
games, they would want substantial 
reductions in offseason workouts,

minicamps, and training camp. If 
they get that — and if NFLPA exec- 
utive director DeMaurice Smith can 
coax, say, five extra roster spots per 
team (160 more jobs) — perhaps the 
league and union can find common 
ground in this area, too. 

“To me, I feel like we were so 
far apart,” Vikings defensive end 
Brian Robison said. “But they’re 
trying to keep it out of the courts, 
which tells me that we’re starting 
to agree on some things. I’m not 
saying that deal is going to be done 
real soon, but it’s good to see that 
the guys on both sides are staying 
in the meeting room and making

Comic Books 

Anyone wanting proof that comics 
aren’t just for kids or socially chal- 
lenged teenagers, take note: “Day- 
tripper,” a collected work by Bra- 
zilian twins Gabriel Ba and Fabio 
Moon, is on par with richly worded 
works of literature in its exploration 
of how a life is lived and the multi- 
tudinous paths it can take.

at the end of each tale. The trade 
edition, which retails for $19.99, 
was released last month by D.C.’s 
Vertigo imprint, and immediate- 
ly shot to the top of the New York 
Times Paperback Graphic Books 
list before slipping. On Friday, it 
regained the No. 1 spot. 

But Domingos’ death is what 
makes his life — told in 10 vari- 



ations — so astounding, both in 
words and images. Each tale finds 
the son of a novelist, and a bud- 
ding journalist, in a different, yet 
important, phase of his life. 

Meeting his first love, the birth 
of his son, the fame of being a pub- 
lished writer, Domingos’ life is 
bathed in friendship, family, tra- 
dition and, in a nod to its South 
American setting, a hint of magic 
that is found in the works of Mario 
Vargas Llosa, Paulo Coehlo and 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez. 

Though he dies at the end, each 
chapter reflects his choices — bold, 
staid or otherwise — and the lega- 
cy of his time there. 

“This was the longest, hard- 
est, most difficult story we’ve ever 
told, but it made sense through 
the whole series. We had very few 
solid elements of the story when we 
began working on it, but we knew 
what we wanted to tell and where 
we wanted to go,” Ba said. “Every-
